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MATCH PREVIEW 


David Wright previews tonight’s 
match against the Wolves. 


The Wollongong Wolves haven't had a 
very happy season. Bertie Mariani took 
over from long serving coach, David 
Ratcliffe who was enticed to UTS 
Olympic in the close season. Mariani 
had little opportunity to bring in new 
blood and, after only three wins from 
sixteen starts found himself on the 
outer. 


With former Socceroo skipper, Charlie 
Yankos and ex-Canberra Mike O’Shea, 
back from a winter stint in China, in the 
running for the job, the selection of Nick 
Theodorakopoulos came as a surprise. 
Unknown in national league circles, 
Theodorakopoulos had just taken the 
NSW First Division title with Belmore 
and, with the backing of friend and 
Sydney entrepreneur, Harry Michaelis, 
he landed the job at Brandon Park. 


Theodorakopoulos had played at the 
top level as a striker with Sydney 
Olympic. The 32 year-old’s playing 
career was cut short by injury. 
Ironically, his problems started against 
Wollongong when he broke his jeg. 
Another crack at training slowed his 
come-back but the final straw came 
when he broke it again against - you 
guessed it - Wollongong Wolves! 


There have been a few comings and 
goings at Brandon Park _ since 
Theodorakopoulos took over. Training 
sessions increased with an emphasis 
on fitness and increasing the mobility of 
the side. Results have not improved 
with the side still on the bottom 
although a 4-1 win against Newcastle 
was encouraging. 


Goalkeeper Brett Hughes has been in 
brilliant form in his fourth season at the 
club and has repeatedly saved the side 
from some heavy defeats. Mike O’Shea 
and Steve Forshaw provide the 
experience at the back while Billy 
Gjakovski has impressed as a sweeper 
or full-back to the point that he has 
gained recognition in the young 
Socceroos squad. 


in midfield Lupio Naumovski initially 
struck up a good partnership with 
veteran Pedro Ricoy but more recently 
has been paired with the outstanding 
but injury plagued prospect Mineo 
Bonetig. Technically gifted with good 
vision, an in form Bonetig could lift the 


Wolves game. 


Theodorakopoulos’ problems, in the 

main, are up front. While he has some 

useful young prospects in lan Polleri, 

signed from . Marconi, Robbie 

Middleby, Colin Ruff and top-scorer ’ 
Tony Perinich, he has yet to find the 

right combination. 


Of local interest will be the return to 
Bruce of Mike O’Shea and the 
possibility of former ACT Player of the 
Year, Paul Beltrame, turning out for 
the visitors after his $7000 move from 
Marconi. 


The Cosmos record against the 
Wolves has been good in the League, 
drawing 2-2 at home and winning in 
Wollongong 3-1. Cosmos raced to a 2 
goal lead early in the first half of the 
game at Bruce through what | 
believed was the best 20-30 minutes 
the side has played this season. 
Unfortunately, we let the Wolves back 
into the game and had to share the 
points in the end. I’m sure Mike Lyons 
will have made it clear to all the 
players that a similar slip this time 
round will effectively finish off any 
hope of a berth in this year’s finals.

WOLLONGONG WOLVES - A BRIEF HISTORY 


Statistician, Andrew Howe 
takes a look at the Wolves. 


In 1981 the number of teams in the 
national league, formed four years 
earlier, was increased from 14 to 16. 
The national league executive was also 
intent on expanding the geographic 
base of the league, with a team from 
south of Sydney an obvious candidate. 
The Illawarra region had a large 
population, rich soccer tradition and 
was separate, but still geograhically 
close to established soccer areas such 
as Sydney and Canberra. 


The Illawarra region had previously 
had a dose of football fever. In the 
early 1960s but name player Jim Kelly 
arrived from England to join South 
Coast United. Kelly attracted unheard 
of crowds to games in which he played. 
In what: is still probably Illawarra’s 
biggest achievement in the domestic 
soccer scene, the Kelly-led South 
Coast United defeated APIA in the 
grand final of the 1963 NSW 
premiership in front of a massive 
30,158 crowd. No team from the 
Illawarra region was strong enough to 
fill the void after South Coast United's 


demise in the early 1970s. Psainful as - 


it was to the Illawarra community, the 
region did not have a team ready to 
enter the national teague upon its 
inception in 1977. 


Wollongong City was formed 
specifically for entry into the national 
league. Although having the strong 
support of the Wollongong Leagues 
Club, starting a national league team 
from scratch was in reality a risky

conference. 


Morton, player-coach of the Wolves 
in its first year, had a budget of a 
mere $70,000 from which to buy an 
entire national league squad. In that 
same year the Sydney Olympic club 
spent $120,000 on just four players! 
Wollongong’s first ever national 
league game was against Olympic. 
8,000 people witnessed Wollongong 
win that game 3-1. Wollongong got 
through their first eight games 
without being defeated. Canberra 
City were the first team ever t beat 
the Wolves in Wollongong. 


After a promising first couple of 
years, the Wolves had a lean period 
in the mid-eighties. Relegated to the 
NSW state league in 1987, the 
Wolves returned in 1988 and 
finished the home and away season 
on top of the ladder. Unfair finals 
scheduling sadly saw Wollongong 
lose both th their two semi-finals 
that year. 


Strong and sensible management, a 
traditionally steady on-fieid 
performance, impressive _ local 
media coverage and a magnificant 
home ground has ensured a high 
level of acceptance by the local 
Illawarra community. All the Wolves 
need now is a major trophy to 
capture the underlying support that 
exists on the 370,000 person-strong 
region. The support for soccer is 


there. Pre-match rain did not stop 


9,000 turning up at Brandon Park to 
witness the Socceroos play Japan 
last month. Compare this with the 
measly figure of 5,000 watched the 
same two teams play in Melbourne 
(popuation 3 million) one week 
later!
